ADDS $2,000,000 TO PITTSBURG

Promises Polytechnic Board Unlimited 
Supply of Money for Buildings and 
Equipment of Proposed School—City 
to Furnish Eleven-Acre Tract Near 

Schenley Park—Great Technical In- 
stitution Now Assured—Pianse to Be 
Made as Seon as Possible. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Nov. 12.—[Special.)—An- 
drew Carnegie today gave $2,000,000 to m- 
stitutlons under his patronage here, and said 
he was prepared to spend up to ten millions 
more in carrying out his ideas regarding a 


technical school near the present Carnegie 


Institute. 
Of today’s gifts $1,000,000 was added to 


the school near the present institute build- 
ings, but such a large tract is not obtainable. 
To get such a site in any suitable location 
would cost at least $3,000,000. It was feared 
tax-payers would object to this. 

A tract of eleven acres belonging to Mary 
E. Schenley of London, adjoining the insti- 
tute, is under option by the city, which 
wanted the land for an extension to Schenley 
Park. This has been chosen for theschool. 

Mr. Carnegie said the eleven-acre site is 
large enough for a beginning. He said if the 
city binds itself to give this site he will put up 
the buildings and equip them. The city offi-

Court that Judge Shope was handling the 
case, the State’s Attorney took no part in it. 

Ex-Judge Shope at once objected to the 
form of the petition for the writ in that it 
stated that the defendants were held by an 
order of commitment from Judge Hanecy 
when, as a matter of fact, no such order had 
been entered and the return to the writ 
made by the Sheriff showed that the only 
warrant under which he held them was the 
writ of attachment ordering him to pro- 
duce them before Judge Hanecy for sentence 
when summoned, 

Judge Dunne held this objection to be good, 
whereupon Mr. Darrow asked and obtained 
leave to amend his petition instanter, which 
he did by alleging the warrant of the Sheriff 
was the writ of attachment instead of the 
order of committal.’ 

Ex-Judge Shope, in reply to this, set up that 
the writ of attachment was not an order on 
the Sheriff to confine his prisoners in jail or 
even for their custody, being simply a com- 
mand that he produce them when wanted in 
order that sentence might be passed and con- 
sequently was not a matter which could be 
attacked by habeas corpus. 

In explanation of the failure to issue the 
order of commitment ex-Judge Shope said 
the defendants had applied for the writ of 
habeas corpus before he had finished the 
work of drawing it up and Judge Hanecy 
had taken the position he would not be drawn 
into a controversy with another Judge of the 
same court. The proper course for the de- 
fendants to have pursued was to have ac- 
cepted the offer of a stay until they could 
have sued out a writ of error. 

“The proper thing to do,” said Judge 
Dunne, “is to continue the case until the 
order to commit is entered. Will that be to- 
morrow, Mr. Shope?’’ 

I can't speak for Judge Hanecy,” replied 
Judge Shope. ‘‘I can't tell what he may 
do.“ 
Then I will ascertain for myself,” said 
the court. There is no disposition on my 
part to go counter to Judge Hanecy. I will 
continue this case until Thursday morning. 
In the meantime I will avail myself of the 
right to confer with another Judge and will 
see Judge Hanecy in order to reach a proper 
understanding of the case.”’ 

After this the defendants were released on 
$3,000 bonds each. 


Hanecy Reviews Case. 


In deciding the case in the morning Judge 
Hanecy reviewed the history of the quo war- 
ranto proceedings brought by the people 
against the gas company, and stated that the 
newspaper articles attacking him for his de- 
cision in the case were printed at a time when 
the case was yet pending, as no final order 
had been entered. Then he proceeded to 
decide on the main points at issue: 

That in contempt proceedings every court 
is exclusive judge of offenses against it, and 
no change of venue need be granted. 

That the right of trial by jury does not 
exist in proceedings of this character. 

That a denial on the part of the defend- 
‘ants that they intended to impede or em- 
barrass the court does not purge of contempt, 
as the acts themselves must be taken as in- 
dicating their intentions.”’ 

Then; after quoting at length from numer- 
ous decisions in Illinois and other States to 
sustain his position, Judge Hanecy conclud- 
ed, quoting from legal authority, 

Then he said: 

The articles in question were not merely 
an attack upon this court or the presiding 
Judge, but were of a graver nature. They 
are a bold threat and a defiant statement to 
every court that may have to do with any 
case that this newspaper or its managers 
may be interested in that such case must be 
determined or decided as the newspaper or 
its managers dictate or the court or Judge 
who does not do so must submit to such at- 
tacks as were made in this case. 

The questions here involved are of much 
more importance to the people than to this 
court or the presiding Judge. They are vital 
to the welfare and perpetuity of our institu- 
tions. If such attacks are permitted and al- 
lowed to go unpunished the judicial depart- 
ment of our government cannot long survive, 
and when it falls the whole structure of our 
government will go with it. 


Court Talks of Remedy. 


“If a newspaper may go out of court 
after a defeat or disappointment and attack 
the courts and Judge with impunity because 
of the rating made, then any individual may 
do the same. Such a condition would appal 
almost any Judge. What, then, is the rem- 
edy? A man who takes judicial office owes 
it to the court over which he presides, and 
the people whose office he holds, to keep that 
arust unsullied from any act of his own 
end defend it from the assault of others. 

„Here a vicious attack was made upon a 
judicial officer and the Judge because a dis- 
appointed litigant failed to get the decision 
it sought. To overlook the assault would 
be cowardice. To punish excessively would 
be vindictive. The defendants, Lawrence 
end Canfield, admitted they committed the 
offense charged, but deny unlawful intent. 
The answer of Hammond shows that he had 
nothing to do with the articles in question, 
and he should be discharged. 

„8. 8. Carvalho was manager of the 
‘financial affairs of the paper, and is prob- 
ably liable for what appeared in the paper, 
but under his answer there is some doubt 
as to his lability, and I have resolved that 
doubt in his favor and he should be dis- 
charged. 

“The defendant Lawrence was and is the 
responsible managing editor, and is clearly 
liable and guilty of contempt. His punish- 
ment merits either a fine or imprisonment. 
It cannot be both. 

“ A fine here would be inadequate. It could 
be easily paid and would not deter him or 
others in the future from committing a like 
offense, Under the statute he may be fined 
not to exceed $500 or imprisoned not to ex- 
ceed one year. | 

„The purpose of the law ifs not to seek re- 
venge or to be vindictive, but to punish the 
offender and prevent others from committing 
similar offenses. 

“In my opinion, Defendant Andrew M. 
Lawrence should. be confined In the County 
Jail of Cook County for forty days, and De- 
fendant H. 8. Canfield should be confined in 
the County Jail of Cook County for thirty

A FAULT AGAIN. 


IN STATE O'GARA COAL 1s 


- tract Said to Be Not Up 
to Specifications. 


“MINE RUN” FOR DUNNING 


Instead of Being “ Screened” the 


Fuel Is Broken Up in 
| Small Bits. 


FULL PAY MAY BE WITHHELD 


Almost before the ink is dry on its fourth 
consecutive annual contract with Cook 
County, the firm of O' ara, King & Co. 
again stands charged with not delivering 
à contract grade of coal at the poorhouse at 
Dunning. 

Members of the County board’s special 
committee visited Dunning yesterday after- 
noon and their investigation showed that 
“mine run instead of “screened” coal 
is being delivered at this institution. Ship- 
ping tags on the cars as well as the pow- 
dered coal itself testified to this. 

As a result a formal meeting was held and 
Public Service Superintendent McLaren was 
directed to make immediate arrangements 
for most thorough chemical and evaporative 
tests of this coal. These tests will begin 
in a week and be conducted by experts. 
Unless the required evaporating or steam- 
ing power is found the price paid to the con- 
tractors will be proportionately reduced. 
Should this not be done the contract may be 
summarily abrogated. As a further pre- 
caution a special committee and an expert 
may visit the mines from which the coal is 
taken and secure samples for comparison. 


Doubts Evaporating Power. 

A coal expert declared that tests are prac- 
tically certain to show that the high evapo- 
rative power claimed by the O’Gara firm— 
that each pound of coal will evaporate or 
turn into steam ten and three-quarters 
pounds of water—is not possfble in the 
Randolph smokeless coal from West Vir- 
ginia, which is being delivered. 

““ You're going to make money on this con- 
tract, he assured the committeemen. If 
you pay proportionately to the evaporating 
power it would not be surprising it you 
suved-from $3,000 to $4,000 a month on this 
contract.“ 

According to experts and the results of 
similar previous tests the evaporation power 
may be such that the O’Gara company's 
price of $2.00 a ton may be cut down to 
$2.44 a ton. . 

Protests from Firemen. 

The visit to Dunning brought, too, a round 
of protest from the firemen who tend the 
big boilers which supply heat for the poor- 
house. Commissioners Walker, Ahrens, 
Busse, Hoffman, Thielen, Organ, Irrmann, 
and President Hanberg first visited the 
boiler-room at this institution. Eight car- 
loads on the new contract was all that had 
yet becn delivered by the contractors. The 
coal was found to consist to a great extent 
of dust and broken particles as large as 
beans or marbles.

Stops the Unloading. 

Superintendent McLaren, at President 
Hlanberg’s orders, stopped the unloading of 
two cars then on the tracks. Later, at the 
committee meeting, it was formally directed 
that one of these cars be boarded up and 
sealed, the contents to be held for the tests 
which are to begin within eight or ten days. 

The committee then turned its attention 
to the coal delivered by Baker Bros. at the 
insane asylum. Much fine and broken coal 
was found here, too, and a thorough test 
will be made. The evaporative power guar- 
anteed for.the coal delivered by this firm, 
however, Ia set only at nine pounds of water 
for each pound of coal. 

The evaporating plant for tests will be 
in shape in a week, Superintendent of Pub- 
lic Service McLaren informed the Commis- 
sioners. 

Commissioner Hoffman immediately had 
passed a resolution authorizing the Public 
Service Superintendent to take steps to make 
tésts, both chemical and evaporative, at all 
institutions. 

**O’Gara, King & Co. must deliver the 
grade of cual required or the contract should 
be summarily forfeited,’ said Commissioner 
Organ last night. : 

“This firm will be held strictly to the 
tertas of its contract,“ said President Han- 
berg. Deductions will be made for any 
falling short of the guaranteed evaporative 
power. If the terms of the contract are not 
observed it will be abrogated.“ 

These statements were echoed by other 
members of the committee. 


STEAL A CRIPPLE’S CRUTCHES. 


Police Seek Two Mean Thieves Who Left 
Martin Carroll Without Power 
of Locomotion. 


The police are looking for two of the mean- 
est thieves who have come to their notice in 
some time. Martin Carroll, a crippled cigar- 
maker, fell asleep in the street near his home 
at 706 Noble street.

NURSES TESTIFY: 


Accused Attendants’ Dispute 
Charges That They Starved 
Crazy Women. 


| ACTED ONLY ON ORDERS: 


Dunning Doctors, They Say, Are 
at Fault If Patients Were 
Mistreated. 


VERDICT TO COME LATER ON. 


Hearing of the charges against Mrs. Kate 
Green and Miss May Shay, attendants at 
the County Insane Asylum, was concluded 
yesterday afternoon before the County Civil 
Service Commissioners, sitting at the in- 
stitution at Dunning. The day’s sessions 
were ong wholly by the testi- 
mony for the ense and many 8 
resulted. 

When the arguments were made Follett 
W. Bull, secretary of the Civil Service Re- 
form association, who preferred the charges 
that the patients had been starved, did not 
demand the conviction and removal of the 
two defendants. 

“I did not prefer specific charges against 
any individual,” he explained in part, but 
simply asked that information brought to my 
attention be investigated. Ifthe commission 
believes that the evidence tends to show 
that the nurses failed to do their duty they 
should be removed.“ 

It was the general impression in county 
circles last night that the two nurses will be 
exonerated. Superintendent Lange of Dun- 
ning, however, is determined that the charges 
shall be fully and finally cleared up. It Is 
said to be not improbable that action may 
be taken against one or more of the Igading 
witnesses for the prosecution. 


“7 Scurvy as Cause of Death. 

When the commissioners assembied in the 
morning it required but a few moments to 
close the case for the prosecution. Dr. Min- 
nie Hinch was called by this side to tell what 
she knew of the deaths of Kate Kurkowski 
and Kate Neddo, said to have been victims 
of the withholding of food by the two nurses 
involved. The witness stated that she had 
seen Mrs. Kurkowski on the day of her death 
and four days before. The woman, she said, 
was then in a critical condition, there being 
a number of sores in her mouth. Mrs. Kur- 
kowski, she asserted, had died of scurvy. 

When Attorney Bull and Assistant County 
Attorney Shepard then announced that the 
prose 
D. Gash, counsel for the nurses, asked dis- 
missal of the charges. 

There has been no evidence presented 
against these defendants,” he asserted. 
The nurses followed the Instructions of the 
physicians and their superiors in charge of 
the wards. The only exception was when 
the patients became weak and they put them 
to bed. The wisdom of this act was proved 
when a few weeks later they died.” 


Nurses Defend Themselves. 

The commission promptly decided that the 
case should not end tnere, but demanded 
testimony which should bring out every fact 
in the case. The defense then opened its 
evidence, Mrs. Green and Miss Shay each 
taking the stand twice. Much attention was 
given to the records which, it was held, 
showed that the exact conditions of both 
patients had been reported daily and nightly. 
It was held that the doctors should have 
ordered the treatment changed. 

Margaret Eastman, supervisor of the wom- 
an's department, was the first important 
witness for the defendants. She detalled the 
foods composing the four meals served daily 
to inmates. 

Were these two patients, Neddo and Kur- 
kowski, fed as the doctors ordered? asked 
Mr. Gash. 

They were, was the answer. With 
Mrs. Neddo, sometimes she had a good ap- 
petite and sometimes she would not eat. She 
would force back any food given her. For 
six or seven days she had to be fed witha 
tube. Yes, she frequently took these spells 
when she would not eat. I remembered one 
day particularly when Mrs. Green had to 
urge her to eat. | 

„ Mrs. Kurkowski was violent at times,“ 
continued the witness. “ One day she struck 
an old lady named Margaret Smith in the 
eye. Again, she shoved or struck other pa- 
tients on the stairs. At such times she was 
transferred to other wards.” | . 

Cause of the Transfers. 

This, and not gradual weakness through 
starvation, the defense contended, was the 
cause of the transfers to which the prosecu- 
tion had called attention. 

Did Dr. Ferguson ever tell you she wanted 
her sister, who is an attendant, put in this 
ward and wanted these defendants out of 
there? demanded Mr. Gash, while Attorney 
Bull shouted his objections. 

„I want to show that there was feeling in 
this,“ asserted Mr. Gash. “ Dr. Ferguson 
was piqued because the superintendent 
wouldn’t let her play a plano in her room 
until midnight and because she couldn’t run 
the institution generally in her own way. If 
any one was to blame it was this same Dr. 
Ferguson.“ 

Night Attendant Virginia Lull and Mary 

E. Bell, assistant supervisor, testified that 
the two patients were fed with difficulty. 
Then Miss Shay took the stand. 
»Neddo was violent when she was re- 
ceived.” she said in part. Dr. Ferguson 
ordered her put to bed and she was strapped 
there. I did not think it right, but Dr. Fer- 
guson said she annoyed other patients.” 

„Mrs. Neddo was strapped in bed by order 
of Dr. Ferguson, said Mrs. Green. 1 
thought it wasn't right, but the doctor was 
our superior.“ 

After arguments had been heard the case 
was taken under advisement. A decision is 


expected next week. 


DEFENDS AFFAIRS AT DUNNING. 


President Hanberg Denies Charges Made 
Against the Institution— 
Lange Is Praised. 


„I will wager $1,000 against a similar 
sum, the money to go to charity, that neither 
Miss Julia Lathrop nor any one else can show 
that a single appointment at the Insane 
Asylum or Poorhouse has been due to po- 
litical influence since I became President 
of the County board.” 

With this challenge President Hanberg 
of the County board yesterday afternoon re- 
plied to the criticisms against the Dunning 
institutions made by Miss Lathrop and Dr. 
Hirsch before the Chicago section of the 
Council of Jewish Women. He met Miss 
Lathrop at Dunning during the trial of two 
accused nurses, and they held a long con- 
ference as to the needs of the institutions. 

“The wards of the county here are better 
housed and better clothed,” said Mr. Han- 
berg. than are nine-tenths of the working 
people in Chicago. I mean the unskilled 
laborers. 

„ When Mr. Lange Was reappointed super- 
intendent this step was sanctioned and 
praised by many of the people who new pose 
as critics. He took Dunning when it Was all 
but rooficss. It is now in the best condition 
ever known. People should remember that 
over 3,000 persons are cared for here. They 
should visit the institutions and observe for 
themselves how they are conducted, 

„ There is no lack of food.“ continued Pres- 
ident Hanberg. “ It is good, wholesome food, 
as good as the market affords. Enough is 
left from the tables each day to feed more 
than a hundred swine. 

It is President Hanberg’s plan that Dun- 
ning shall be looked into as was the County 
Hospital recently. New reforms have been 
inaugurated at the latter institution. 

During the day members of the Chicago 
Woman's club telephoned Superintendent 


Lange that they approved and applauded his 
administration of affeirs at these institutions.

CASE OF MISS STONE MAKES SOME

Agent Sent to Doubritssa Learns That

SOFIA, Bulgaria, Nov. 12.—A private agent 
who was employed to visit Doubritza re- 
ports that the members of the secret com- 
mittee were discussing the lowest terms of 
ransom that would be acceptable.

Luther W. Osborn was one of the leading 
lawyers of Nebraska before he went to Sa- 
moa as Consul General in 1897, and when 
the ng between the rival Samoan Kings 
broke out after the death of Malietoa in 1808 
he came into world prominence as the repre- 
sentative of the United States in the islands 
and the one man who had any influence with 
the natives. His influence, coupled with 
great courage and determination, may be 
gaid to have saved the Samoans from them- 
selves. It was he kept a restraining 
hand on the natives, the British, and the Ger- 
mans in the islands and prevented a clash 
of far more serious consequence than that 
which eccurred.

BERLIN, Nov. 12.—There appears to be 
foundation for the renewed reports that a 
divorce of the Grand Duke and Grand Duch- 
ess of Hesse is impending. Incompatibility 
of temper, long existing, appears to have 
reached the point where a separation is in- 
evitable. 

They are both grandchildren of the late 
Queen Victoria, who, with the Czar and an 
extraordinary assemblage of other sover- 
eigns, was present at the wedding, which 
took place at Coburg on April 19, 1894. The 
Grand Duchess is regarded as one of the 
most beautiful Princesses of Europe. She 
and the Grand Duke were estranged during 
the first year of their marriage. She left 
him and went to stay with her elder sister, 
the Crown Princess of Roumania. 

Queen Victoria invited her and her husband 
to visit England and managed to restore a 
semblance of peace, but that soon disap- 
peared. The Grand Duke is reported to be a 
man of sullen, querulous temper, while the 
Grand Duchess is high-spirited. :

ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 12.—The per-

Vineyard Haven, Mass., Nov. 12.—[Special.]

four men of the schooner Douglass Haynes 
reached here today. 

The Haynes of Bath, Me., was bound east 
with a cargo of coal when it sank between 
Shovelful and Pollock Rip Shoals. The three 
masts are projecting out of the water. 
Captain Blaisdell states that when on Nan- 
tucket Shoals on Sunday morning he en- 
countered a violent gale and anchored. The 
vessel rode out the gale all right until late 
in the afternoon, when the heavy sea caused 
it to leak badly. Soon the decks were awash 
and all hands climbed into the rigging. 
Thirty minutes after they had secured them- 
selves in the rigging the vessel went to the 
bottom, , 

Not until yesterday morning were the men 
sighted, when they were discovered by the 
schooner Luther T. Garretson, from Boston 
for Brunswick, Ga. 

A boat’s crew of volunteers from the Gar- 
retson set out to rescue the perishing men, 
and after a heroic struggle against wind 
and wave succeeded in bringing them aboard 
the Garretson. They arrived here this after- 
noon, when all hope for their safety had 
been abandoned by searching parties which 
had been at work in the vicinity of the wreck. 


Another Crew Near to Death. 


Another narrow escape from death was 
the experience of the crew of the schooner 
Mark Pendleton, which was damaged in a 
collision with the Lizzie D. Snall last night. 
The vessels crashed together during the 
gale, when they were five miles southwest 
from Highland Light. The Snall’s bowsprit 
and all its headgear were carried away and 
the bow smashed in. The Pendleton’s star- 
board bow was cut down nearly to the light 
water line. Both vessels were taken in tow 
by the steamer Herman Winter, Boston, for 
New York, and started for Vineyard Haven. 
Everything went well until they reached 
Pollock Rip lightship early this morning, 
when the Pendleton's hawser broke, and 
the vessel went adrift from the tow. Those 
on board attempted to make sail, but a half 
hour later the schooner was seen to sink. 
The fog shut out the view and the crew was 
believed to have been lost, but all succeeded 
in getting into the long boat and boarded the 
Pollock Rip lightship, from which the rev- 
enue cutter Seminole took them to Boston. 
The Vrinter arrived at Vineyard Haven 
safely with the Snall. 

The flerce gale that has been sweeping the 
New England coast continued last night and 
today. 


Rescued from Stranded Boat. 


Munising, Mich., Nov. 12.—The schooner 
Connelly Bros. dragged its anchor and went 
ashore at Sand Point today. The steamer 
Zilla and tugs Laura and Hickler went to its 
assistance, but were unable to release it.

Sturgeon Bay, Wis., Nov. 12.—The schooner 
Peoria, bound from Charlevoix with a cargo 
of lumber, is ashore at Bailey’s Harbor, and 
will be a total wreck. The crew of six men 
was saved. 


Boat on Rocks; Second Adrift. 


Black River, Mich., Nov. 12.—The steamer 
D. F. Rose and consorts, Thomas Holland, 
Marine City, and Bahama, all loaded with 
pulpwood, from Blind River to Detroit, went 
ashore on Scarecrow Island in the fog yes- 
terday afternoon at 5 o'clock. After con- 
siderable trouble the Rose, Marine City, and 
Bahama were released from the rocks, but 
the Holland is still fast. The crew, consist- 
ing of five men and one woman, was taken 
off by the life-savers from Thunder Bay 
Island today and brought here. 

The Marine City has been abandoned, the 
crew being taken off by the steamer Rose, 
and the boat is now drifting on the lake 
with no one on board. It is thought the 
Holland is not badly damaged and may be 
released when the sea goes down. 


Barge Keyes Believed Lost. 


Houghton, Mich., Nov. 12.—No tidings have 
been received from the missing bdrge Keyes 
and crew of two men and it ig feared they 
have been lost. The beach is being searched 
for some signs of the missing craft.

Since the play was put on the stage in 
New Tork, two years ago, General Wallace 
has seen only two or three performances 
of it, and those times were confined to the 
first few weeks of its existence. Repeated 
efforts have been made to lure him to Chi- 
cago since the play took up ite residence at 


the Illinois, but every effort has failed, and 


the telegram of last night was a surprise to 
the management. Poor health has been the 
reason the soldier-author has given for re- 
fusing earlier engagements. 

If his royalties are of the customary per- 
centage, General Wallace is over $17,000 the 
wealthier for the eleven weeks *‘ Ben-Hur ”’ 
has been shown before the Chicago public. 
The seats for the remainder of the week were 
so nearly sold out last night that the man- 
agement was able to make its statement of 
receipts for the entire engagement. There 
was little surprise, however, in the amount 
of the total receipts—approximately $176,500 
—as it has been possible for any ons to figure 
it up at any time in the last tortnight. The 
question simply has been one of the capacity 
of the theater. Counting the extra perform- 
ance to be given tomorrow afternoon, and 
one. holiday performance the piece will have 
h ninety presentations when its engage- 
ment ends on Saturday night.

To them the state- 
ment that the $60,000,000 yearly tariff which 
now goes into the hands of the government 
and the cane, beet, refining men will go 
to the consumers, bears an ironical meaning 
and they cite the conditions prevalent after 
the repeal of the MoKinley tariff law in 1890. 
Sugar dropped at that time, but not equal to 
the tariff rate, giving the cane men —e 
— half a cent a pound greater profit than 

ore, 


One-Third Not Beet Sugar. 


Beet sugar has now reached a point in its 
development where it has me a menace 
to importers,” said one of the leading beet 
sugar men of the city. ‘* Last year 10 per 
cent of the sugar used in this country was 
beet sugar—200,000 out of the 2,000,000 tons. 
This shows a growth of 33 per cent, and we 
claim that if protected as at present the beet 
sugar output will be large enough in five 
years to supply the American market. 

Invested in this business is aver $22,000, - 
000 in plants alone and probably double that 
in land. The beet season is short, and this 
last year for the first time the supply of raw 
beets has been sufficient to keep the plants 
running. The machinery is still crude and 
but few of the farmers understand how to 
raise the vegetables. tg 

Why a Tariff Is Necessary. 

„Now, this industry cannot stand without 
the tariff and I will show it. 

“The average cost of beets in Michigan 16 
$5 a ton. The average cost of sugar in the 
rough’ beets was 2% cents a pound. The 
average cost of extracting was 1% cents a 
pound, making the total cost 4% cents a 
pound. The freight rates to the market are 
about three-eighths cent a pound, making the 
cost there 4% cents. The market price was 


‘cents, 

“It costs 3% cents a pound for the raw 
sugar in New York. The average price of 
refining is one-half cent a pound. The freight 
is three-eighths of a cent a pound, making 
the cost when it reaches the Missour! Valley 
4% cents a pound, With the tariff on the 
two kinds of sugar cost the same, but when 
you take off the 1% cents a pound tariff you 
can see that all talk of competition is mere 
nonsense. 

It is not generally believed that these peti- 
tions will do much good. The trust, which is 
really Havemeyer, is hard to fight, but when 
it lowers prices in one locality we shift to 
another. There are no new developments 
today in this matter, but we cannot tell what 
may happen tomorrow.” 


DENIES THAT HE IS A FUGITIVE. 


Joice, the Arrested Banker, Seeks Free- 
dom on a Writ of Habeas 
Corpus. 


Judge Clifford yesterday issued a writ of 
habeas corpus for the release from the Coun- 
ty Jail of John H. Joice of the defunct 
Stoughton National Bank of Stoughton, Wis. 
The writ was made returnable at 2 o'clock 
this afternoon, when the case will be heard. 

Joice asserts as grounds for the writ that 
he is not a fugitive from justice. He says 
the Stoughton bank failed two years and @ 
half ago, and he remained in Stoughton two 
months after the failure. When he left no 
indictment, he says, was pending against 
him. 

Joice was arrested on Monday at his home 
at La Salle avenue and Chestnut street. 
Sheriff Burmeister of Madison, Wis., began 
the quest for the man a week after he left 
Stoughton. He says he traced him to Texas 
and into Mexico, and followed him to South 
America, and then back to New York. The 
Sheriff came to Chicago three weeks a 
and continued the search to a successful 
issue.

BAR OUT REGULAR DRUNKARDS. 


Mgr. Doane Suggests Applying Com- 
mon Sense tothe Liquor 
Question. 


Mgr. G. H. Doane of Newark, N. J., 
writes to the New York Tribune on the sub- 
ject of selling liquor on Sundays as follows: 

Editor of the Tribune—Sir: I am glad 
to see that a little common sense is to be 
applied to the question of selling drink on 
Sunday. No one has a greater horror of 
drunkenness than I have or more realizes 
its direful and disastrous effects. I have 
been fighting against it the best part of 
my life, preaching against it, and giving 
the pledge to its victims. I have deduced 
these two ideas from my experience: One 
is that, just as Carlyle said, mankind was 
divided into gigmanity and non-gigmanity— 
those who ride and those who walk—so it is 
divided into the two classes of those who 
can drink and those who cannot drink. 
Those who can drink with impunity, 1. e., 
in moderation, form one class; those who

cannot drink with impurity, sure to go to 
excess, form the other. The other idea is 
that the difference is a physical or physiolog- 
ical one, and depends upon the difference 
in the rapidity, if I may so say, with which 
the alcohol reaches the brain from the stom- 
ach. The man who can drink in moderation 
is at liberty to do so; the man or woman— 
for, alas! drunkenness is not confined to 
the male sex—is bound to let it absolutely 
alone. 

With regard to the sale of drink on Sun- 
day I have always thought that the rule 
that obtained In Rome fifty years ago, when 
I was a student there, when the Pope was 
King, not only in name but in fact, was the 
wise and true one. All places of refresh- 
ment were bound to close their doors dur- 
ing the hours of the parochial mass and ves- 
pers; the rest of the day they were open. 
As it is now, the side doors are open all 
day long, and the abuse is far greater than 
it would be if the front doors were open 
under proper restrictions and observation, 

What in my opinion would do more to put 
a stop to drunkenness so far as legislation 
could do it would be to make it a criminal 
offense to sell drink on any day of the week 
to a confirmed drunkard or one seen at the 
time to be under the influence of drink. 
This would put a weapon in the hands of 
the poor suffering wives and children of 
drunkards or their parents or friends which 
would remove the cause, and so the effect, 
more than anything else that could be 
thought of. Now that the subject is bein 
agitated I send you my ideas upon it, whic 
are the result of a long and extensive ex- 
perience.

WOULD REBUILD WEST POINT. 


Board of Visitors Urges Construction of 
New Military Academy, as Pres- 
ent Quarters Are Obsolete. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 12.—The most im- 
portant feature of the report ot the Board of 
Visitors to the West Point Military Academy 
is @ recommendation that the academy be 
rebuilt. The report says: 

“It has been nearly 100 years since West 
Point was founded, and from the birth of the 
institution nearly all the improvements have 
been on the patch-work plan. 

There is only one building constructed 
by the government at the post that is in har- 
mony with this day and generation. All the 
others are old, uncomfortable, and entirely 
inadequate to meet present conditions. Few 
of them are equipped with any of the con- 
veniences to be found in the average public 
building in the country districts of many of 
the States. 

It can be truthfully said that there isa 
pressing necessity for a complete tearing 
down and a new building up. The policy 
pursued in this regard at Annapolis should be 
speedily adopted at West Point. Nothing 
can be gained by postponement. Indeed, it 
gems to the board that almost every dollar 
spent in the future for ‘ enlarging here and 
altering and patching there’ is so much 
money thrown away. 

“The enlarged duties and responsibilities 
of the military, as related to the recently en- 
larged sphere of American influence and 
power, is such as not only to justify but 
force Congress to proper recognition of the 
demands of the military academy. 

„Putting the matter in a few words it can 
be truthfully said that the barracks in which 
the cadets sleep and study and live, when not 
in recitation-room or on the drill ground, are 
little better equipped than the barracks at 
the average county’s poorhouse. In many 
of the rooms three cadets are crowded. The 
ventilation of these rooms is in accordance 
with hygienic notions of a century ago, and 
is simply execrable.“ 

Features of the present arrangement which 
are specially condemned are the electric light 
and gas plants; no water or sanitary ar- 
rangements in the barracks, and no bath- 
room; the lack of church facilities, and the 
hotel, which is described as a mere hut. 
The water supply also is threatened and a 
Water famine is imminent nearly every 
summer. 

Tue report says the board is satisfied that 
hazing has been eradicated. Full credit is 
given to Colonel Mills for this. The report

DAWES TALKS OF BANKING 


SEES DANGER IN PROPOSED ASSET 
CURRENCY PLAN. 


Former Controller Speaks Before Steel 
Werks Club at Joliet—Declares the 
Emergency Circulation Would Be 
Good for Banks and Bad for People— 
Relief Needed in Times of Panic 
Would Not Be Afforded—All Classes 
of Workers in Attendance. 


Joliet, HI., Nov. 12.—[{Special.]—Charles G. 
Dawes, former Controller of the Currency, 
spoke at the Steel Works club in this city 
tonight. His audience was chiefly composed 
of men in the employ of the United States 
Steel company, many of whom had come 
direct from their labor to hear him. 

The occasion was the 25-cent banquet, one 
of the institutions of the Steel Works club, 
where the men meet, eat, and discuss ques- 
tions of business, politics, or whatever 
pleases them. Tonight there were present 
almost every class employed at the mills, 
from the superintendents and expert work- 
men who earn several thousand dollars a 
year to the day laborer. 

Mr. Dawes spoke for thirty-five minutes. 
His remarks were chiefly on the proposed 
plans for an asset currency, which he de- 
clared was good for the banks but not for 
the people. He said that asset currency 
under the proposed plan would increase in- 
stead of lessen the danger in time of panic. 

He reviewed the different classes of banks 
in the United States and, showing something 
of their power, said that in banking the 
United States now leads the world, having 
passed its nearest competitor, Great Britain, 
by 50 per cent. He discussed the national 
bank system and spoke of the relation of 
the Controller to that class of banks. He 
spoke of the functions of banks in a com- 
munity and of the note-issuing function, 
showing the difference between the present 
national bank system and that proposed in 
which the circulation is secured by the as- 
sets of the bank instead of government bonds. 


Views on Asset Currency. 
He said: 


The proposed plan would endanger the 


stability of our circulating medium. In time 
of panics there is need of an emergency cir- 
culation to lessen the financial stringency 
that always shows itself at such crises. To 
authorize the issuance of asset notes would 
add to rather than relieve the danger of 


0. 

„ Asset notes are a convenience to the 
banker rather than a benefit to the commu- 
nity. With a government bond behind the 
bank there is no question as to the soundness 
of its currency under any and all conditions. 
An asset currency would be a constantly 
varying quantity of uncertain value, and of 
least value in times of panic, when there is 
the most need for a stable currency. 


Aid in Time of Panic. 


“The condition which asset currency is 
designed to relieve is an actual one. It is 
to provide for an emergency circulation 
which will be of service to the public in 
times of panic. Such money should, how- 
ever, be subject to a repressive tax, so that 
it could not be used for profit by the banks 
in normal times. Such a restriction would 
at the same time result in lessening the 
effectiveness of an emergency circulation in

CAPT. KIDD’S DIRECTIONS FOR 
LOCATING TREASURE FOUND. 


Letter Written to Friend in New York 
200 Years Ago Discovered Among 
Old Family Documents in Boston 


Providence, R. I., Nov. 12.—[Special.]—A 
letter, purporting to tell that Captain Kidd’s 
treasure was buried on an island in Boston 
harbor, but not naming which one, and 
which, from evidence contained in it, is be- 
lieved to be genuine by those to whom it 
has become an heirloom, bearing the sig- 
nature of the famous pirate chief, Captain 
Kidd, was made public today. 


The letter is the property or Edward 


Field, clerk of the. Municipal Court of 
Providence, and historian, who is a descend- 
ent of the Warner family, which was among 
the first to settle in what is now the Town 
of Warwick. The letter was found among 
@ number of family papers, which recently 
came into the possession of Mr. Field, and 
which now are in the custody of the Record 
Commissioners of Providence. 

Apparently the letter was written after 
the capture of Captain Kidd, 200 years ago. 
It is dated Boston, 1700-1, and is addressed 
to John Bailey Esq. of New York. It says in 
part: 

J fear we are in a bad situation. We 
are taken for pirates, and you must come 
to Boston as soon as you get this; there is 
no one I can depend upon. If I do not see 
you, I will tell you where my money is. 
Itisxxxxxx,is buried on xxxxxxxx 
Island in Boston harbor onthexxxxxxxx 
Island, in two chests, containing from 15,000 
pounds sterling to 20,000 pounds sterling in 
money, jewels, and diamonds. They are 
buried about four feet deep, with a flat stone 
on them and a pile of stones nearby. There 
is no one that knows where it is but me now 
siving. 

It is about x x x x up the hillside. Don't 
fail to come to me as soon as you get this If 
I am gone to England be there as soon as 
possible. Secure the money and diamonds 
before you come, as money will do a great 
deal for us.“ 

The letter contains much more matter 


and refers to many incidents which have 


The 
words which would tell exactly where the 
treasure was buried are omitted and their 
places are taken by crosses.

STREET STANDS TO PAY CITY. 


Council Committee Rents Space Under 
Loop Stairs for $9,120 a Year—Deal 
Admitted to Be Illegal. 


From the banana and peanut stand trade 
the city will reap nearly $100,000 in the next 
ten years, according to a contract made yes- 
terday by the Commitee on Streets and Al- 


leys South with John Refakes. The profits; 


to the municipality from these small fruits 
will be greater than those derived from the 
licensing of street cars, which form nearly 
all the compensation now paid by traction 
companies. 

The privilege for which Refakes is willing 
to pay $9,120 a year is that of selling fruit 
and papers under the stations of the Union 
Loop. He is to build neat and artistic stands 
under the stairways of the stations. 

He knows that the city has no right to 
make such a contract, and so do the mem- 
ers of the committee which recommended 
that the agreement be closed. The Corpora- 
tion Counsel has advised the Aldermen that 
they have no right to rent out portions of 
the sidewalks. As Refakes is willing to take 
his chances with the contract the Aldermen 
decided that they had nothing tolose. The 
Law department will draw up the agree- 
ment. 

When the committee first began to con- 
sider bids for this privilege and received an 
offer of $4,000 a year there was considerable 
astonishment that so small a business could 
yleld so large profits. This astonishment 
has increased since the original bids have 
been more than doubled. 


Prosecution of “ Smokers.” 

To make it more difficult for offenders to 
escape the penalty for violation of the smoke 
ordinance Corporation Counsel Walker will 
send one of his assistants into court to watch 
the cases which are conducted by an attor- 
ney under Prosecuting Attorney Taylor.

[ AMONG THE NEW BOOKS. 


novel by Evalyn Emerson (Small, 
Maynard & Co.), is a story well 
to lend itself te the 
unique method of bidding for pop-

„ Sylvia is simply an entertaining love 
story, and clearly escapes being tedious. “Its 
almost inexcusable fault is that there is the 
most flagrant indelicacy in handling some 
of the love scenes. At times the principal 
characters, supposed to be the ideal young 
Americans, seem to be acting a travesty. 
Their strained ideas of honor, total lack of 
the “ common sense” that is supposed to be 
an American trait, and the peculiar notions 
upon Which their actions are based make 
them at times absurd. The Countess Syivia, 
taken by herself, is, however, an attractive 
character. 

The plot of the story is sometimes clever 
and sometimes conventional. Its only im- 
possibilities are that it ie based on the im- 
probable motives of the characters.

THE FAILURE OF GOVERNOR YATES. 

Dr. B. G. Hirsch referred in some re- 
marks made by him day before yesterday 
to his brief service as a member of the 
State Board of Charities. It was so brief 
that he had “ nothing to do but to resign.” 
That resignation was as honorable to him 
as it was discreditable to Governor Yates. 

Dr. Hirsch would not have resigned so 
speedily a position, his appointment to which 
gave the public much pleasure, if he had 
not discovered that he had been altogether 
mistaken in his estimate of Governor Yates. 
Dr. Hirsch advocated Yates’ election be- 
lieving him a better man for the place than 
Alschuler. The fact that the latter was a 
coreligionist had not the least lufluence on 
the pastor of Sinai Temple. When the 


Board of Charities he accepted, fof he 
thought he could do good work there. He 
believed he was to be a free agent. He had 
a fond, foolish fancy that Governor Yates 
was an enemy of the spoils system and 
wished to see the charitable institutions of 
the State managed by competent men, un- 
hampered by Executive interference. 

Dr. Hirsch was speedily undeceived. The 
Governor took it upon himself to choose 
the man who should be made secretary. 
Dr. Hirsch could not vote for the Gov- 
ernor’s nominee and he foresaw what would 
happen it he should vote against the Gov- 
ernor’s wishes, and as he did not desire 0 
be discharged from the board for “ incom- 
peteney he resigned. 

Of course, this is a mortifying experi- 

ence for Dr. Hirsch. He influenced many 
men to vote for Yates instead of Alschuler, 
and he has discovered since that Yates was 
not what fancy painted him. It may re- 
lieve Dr. Hirsch somewhat to know that 
there are many other Republicans who have 
made the same discovery and who are of 
the opinion that Alschuler would have made 
a better Governor than Yates. 
It is the opinion of Tun Tux that 
if Mr. Alschuler, who made pledges to the 
voters similar to those Governor Yates 
‘made, had been elected he might not have 
kept all those pledges reiigiousiy during his 
entire term, but he certainly would not 
have violated most of them ostentatiously 
and detiantly a few months after his elec- 
tien, as Governor Yates did.

The World's Fair stockholders who can 
afford to contribute for the excellent pur- 
pose outlined by Judge Tuthill should re- 
member that when they subscribed for the 
stock they had no expectation that they 
would get their money back. They sub- 
scribed from the feeling of local pride aud 
patriotism as well as of ambition to make 
the exposition the most beautiful and suc- 
cessful ever seen, and this ambition was 
gratified in every sense.

There is a clear 
and strong distinction between the two, 
Sundey opening is to a large part of the pop- 
ulation of Chicago a thing that seems not 
only permissible but desirable They have 
been accustomed to it and they see no moral 
reason why they should be deprived of ‘t. 
The properly regulated Sunday saloon pro- 
vides many of its patrons with a place where 
they can drink, talk, and pass pleasantly 
the only day of recreation they have, It 
does not deliberately foster vice. The after - 


-midnight saloon, om the contrary, except in 


places where it is near large manufactur- 
ing establishments that have night shifts, is 
nothing but a haunt of disorderly women or a 
“fence” for thieves. The city is not 
harmed by the one; it is violently outraged 
by the other. 


TRACTION COMMITTEE'S DUTY. 

The Mayor’s ostentatious veto on Monday 
night of the Kedzie avenue street car ordi- 
nance will perhaps have the effect of finally 
freeing the Local Transportation committee 
from a paralyzing and unrequited depend- 
ence upon his Honor's support in their work. 
Nor will there be cause for regret if this 
result follows. 

No great significance attaches in and of 
itself to this veto of an ordinance for a con- 
necting line 2,400 feet long. Indeed, most, 
if not all, of the alleged defects of the meas- 
ure are really covered by the present gen- 
eral ordinances of the city, to which the 
grant is specifically made subject. Signifi- 
cance does attach, however, to the circum- 
stances of the veto, and to the intention or 
willingness apparently evinced thereby to 
discredit or put on the defensive the Local 
Transportation committee, which reported 
this ordinance. His Honor is a member of 
that committee, and the slightest suggestion 
from him concerning the ordinance while 
it was pending in the committee or in the 
Council would have been given instant con- 
sideration by the committee. Instead of 
making any such suggestion, however, he 
resorted to the dramatic expedient of a veto, 
with its uncomplimentary implications. 

The event is trifling in itself, but it serves 
to emphasize not only the unsympathetic, 
but the positively obstructive attitude of 
the Mayor concerning any affirmative trac- 
tion policy and concerning the committee 
itself, which, though chagrined and embar- 
rassed by his conduct, has been honestly en- 
deavoring to work out such a policy. This 
attitude was distinctly evinced last April, 
when the Mayor at first refused to appoint a 
Traction committee and suggested in a spe- 
cial message that it would be “ time enough ” 
to do so “ when advances have (had) been 
made by the street railway companies.” It 
has been evinced since then in many ways. 
Beside failing to give the committee the sup- 
port and codperation which it has desired 
and which certain of its members have made 
peculiar efforts to secure, he, having never 
attended one of its meetings, has actually 
allowed himself to disparage it before the 


ly discussing the traction subject with no 
reference at all or with an unfavorable ref- 
erence to what the committee was doing or 
proposing. 

It the whole truth were told it would be 
found that the hesitation of the Transporta- 
tion committee in its work has been chiefly 
due precisely to its inability to secure co- 
operation or even a sympathetic attitude 
from the Mayor. Obviously the time has 
now arrived when the committee should free 
itself from retarding and fruitless subserv- 
leney to any single individual or official and 
should adopt a positive and sufficiently bold 
policy on its own responsibility. The pro- 
priety of such action rests upon the com- 
mittee’s superior intelligence today con- 
cerning the traction question as compared 
with any other group of men in the city 
outside of street railway circles and also 
upon the public need for aggressive and con- 
structive procedure for this subject. 


THE SUGAR TRUST AFTER LEGISLATION. 

Mr. James B. Dill finds in “ the tendency 
of industrial corporations to enter the field 
of legislation perhaps the most imminent 
danger from the combination to the public.“ 
The sugar trust is a combination which has 
for years figured in legislation to the injury 
of the people and its own enrichment. 


That trust is making ready for another 
campaign in Congress this winter. It wish- 
es to secure the repeal of the duty on raw 
sugar. Its agents are busied circulating 
among the people petitions for its repeal. 
The men who are urged to sign it are told 
that with the duty removed they will get 
refined sugar at from three to four cents 
a pound and will save. $60,000,000 a year. 
The people are not informed that the free 
admission of raw sugar will be harmful to 
the growing beet sugar industry of this 
country and to the American beet sugar re- 
finers. The trust is beginning to feel the 
effects of their competition and seeks to 
crush them ont. 

The agente of the sugar trust in Congress 
will argue that the revenues of the govern- 
ment are too large, and that no simpler, bet- 
ter method of reducing them can be found 
than that of taking off the sugar duty. The 
natural reply to such an argument as this 
is that tampering with the sugar duty to 
cut down the revenues has been tried be- 
fort. It was resorted to in 1890, so that 
high duties on manufactured goods might 
be retained. The consequences were dis- 
astrous. A surplus became a deficit. The 
Republican party surely will not be guilty 
of the same blunder twice, 

The revenues are excessive. The way to 
reduce them is by taking off the war taxes 
which remain on the statute books.

That is, it may be 
deemed expedient to admit Cuban sugar on 
terms more favorable than those given other 
foreign sugars. It is generally conceded
